In the larger cities of California slightly m ore th an 
one-third of those who are q ualified ex press th eir 
choices and opinions a t the polls. 
A surv ey recently 
completed by Professor Charles H. T itus of the U ni­ 
v ersity of California a t Los Angeles show’s th a t v ote 
slacking is on the increase. 
In 19 04, 550 out of each 
thousand v oted; in 19 20, but 430 ex ercised the p riv ­ 
ilege. 
W hen it comes to the sm aller cities there is a 
better proportion for a little m ore th an one-half 
are v oters. 
T he surv ey shows th a t since 19 00 there hav e been 
a. num ber of wav es in v oting interest but th e g en­ 
eral trend is downward. 
It rev eals th e fact th a t 
there is a higher v oting av erage in the 
northern 
cities, Oakland, San Francisco, Berkeley , A lam eda 
and S anta Cruz, than in the cities of the south. 
O ut of it all the conclusions are reached th a t the 
sm aller cities and the tow ns show a g reater interest 
in public affairs and gov ernm ent th an do the large 
places and th a t elections throughout the sta te are 
decided by a m inority of those who could v ote if they 
wished.

The difference is th at in the dream he v iews the 
seq uence of ev ents like a spectator a t a motion pic­ 
ture, and feels no responsibility for the actions. 
M ost dream s are v isual im pressions of pictures 
related to incidents th at hav e occurred during the 
day . 
There are inv olv ed also m any senses of m o­ 
tion, including floating, fly ing or falling. 
Odors in dream s are infreq uent. 
The sense of 
hearing is rath er infreq uent, although m usic enters 
into the dream s of m any persons. 
N ot infreq uently the sounds heard In dream s m ay 
be co-ordinated with sounds occurring in the v icinity 
of the sleeper which are heard in the sam e rhy thm 
when the sleeper aw akes. 
For instance a '» eries of 
rasping sounds heard in a dream w ere co-ordinated 
w ith the sounds of a locom otiv e leav ing a neighbor­ 
ing railroad station.

In one case a sleeping person dream ed ci an inflated

on the floor. 
W hen he aw akened, he 
found his own abdom en uncom fortably tense. 
It is 
part of the dream psy chology to ex aggerate the a c ­ 
tual conditions. 
N um erous cases are cited in which conditions of 
digestion produoed definite dream s

Plant Stimulant 


Mr. W illiam Boot, 
an 
am ateur | 
gardner of W est Bridgford, has dis­ 
cov ered a way 
of 
using 
w ireless 
energy to stim ulate his plants. 
He discov ered, say s the London I 
Ex press, th a t his cucum bers and I 
tom atoes w ere draw ing energy from j 
his aerial and 
began ex perim ents 
w hich hav e led to the claim th a t he 
has Increased fertilization 
In 
his 
garden by between 20 to 30 per cent. 
One cucum ber plant, six teen foot j 
long, y ielded th irty -fiv e cucum bers, 
som e of w hich w ere tw o 
foot 
in 
length. 
The fertilizing a p p aratus used by 
Mr. Boot consists of a spiral wire, 
w ith Insulators attached, which can 
be stretched to a req uired length. 
E x perim ents hav e so 
far 
been 
confined to greenhouses, but It 
Is 
believ ed th a t the principle on which 
they are conducted will 
ev entually 
be applied to field crops.
